Gardening in a Mine. 

Seventeen acres of garden, three 
lundreil feet below the surface of the 
earth, was the unusual sight on which 
tlie writer looked a few days ago, and 
lit* at once decided to toll tin* readers 
of the Youth's Companion something 
about this strange, subterranean gar¬ 
den. 

The whole place was shrouded in the 
most intense darkness, except tlie 
small circle of light produced from 
my flickering torch, as I stood in an 
abandoned gallery of one of the great 
gypsum mines near Grand Rapids, 
Mich., which Mr. A. II. Apted, assist¬ 
ant superintendent of the Eagle Mines, 
has transformed into profitable mush¬ 
room garden. 

It is well known that mushrooms 
grow most freely in the dark. Conse¬ 
quently arches and tunnels for their 
culture arc constructed in many parts 
of the world. This fact suggested to 
Mr. Apted, a few years ago. the idea 
of attempting to cultivate mushrooms 
for tin* market in the abandoned gal¬ 
leries of tlie old mines. 

His first attempts were discouraging, 
but after several years' work, and tlie 
expenditure of much money, he lias 
brought his odd garden to a paying 
condition. lie is able to place several 
hundred pounds of plants on the mar¬ 
ket each week, and readily secures 
•10 cents a pound for the whole crop. 
There are seventeen acres of area in 
the abandoned galleries, and Mr. Ap¬ 
ted is able to cultivate nearly the whole 
space. The soil for his beds is pre¬ 
pared in the open air, and is drawn 
in wagons to the place where It is 
used. Attempts have been made to 
raise mushrooms iu coal and Iron 
mines, but without success. A small 
garden similar to Mr. Apted’s is culti¬ 
vated in an old gypsum-mine at Akron, 
N. Y., and these two are probably 
the only places iu the world where 
abandoned mines are successfully util¬ 
ized for the purpose. 


or miss, when really it was very care¬ 
fully planned. It had a closely braided 
crown of wired chenille and shot taf¬ 
feta. the latter being cut into strips 
with unhemmed edges and twisted in 
and out of the chenille.

But whenever binding is 
used, it is almost always black, no mat¬ 
ter what the color of the hat, and Is 
either velvet or moire. 

Picture hats run rather more to the

oil with white plumes. Such hats are 
bound about with wide white ribbon | 
half bidden by another binding of 
black, the two ribbons making a pair 
of stiff upright liows. As a finishing 
touch there are cateli pins of contrast¬ 
ing color. These hats are too showy 
for the best dresses that most of us 
have, but we can do the black hat with¬ 
out the white safely enough. The 
shape our black lint's crown will take 
Is shown In the fourth sketch. This 
hat was trimmed with a puffing of 
heliotrope around the crown, loops and 
flowers of the same shade being put 
in here and there among the tiny os¬ 
trich tips that lay around the brim. 
Heliotrope flowers held up tlie brim 
behind, and two black wings were put 
in back. 

The woman that had her velvet hat 
last season made with a soft tain crown 
is this year making over such a hat by 
merely lifting up the crown, by binding 
it into a sort of collar of stiffly folded 
taffeta or moire silk, above which col¬ 
lar the soft brim appears.

In 
t single month Chicago can take care 
of 22,t « km mi i bushels of grain of lake 
shipments, and 500.000 bushels a day 
ol rail receipts. Tlie receiving facili¬ 
ties are so great and so accurately sys¬ 
tematized that whore a person unfa¬ 
miliar with the business would antici¬ 
pate a tremendous blockade, every ear 
coming in is moved to its proper place 
by an unvarying routine, dumped, sent 
out again; every other carrying ve¬

hold of the steamer. There it encoun¬ 
ters the grain trimmer, scoop in hand 
nnd dusty in appearance. There are 
ten in the gang, and they shovel the 
grain back under the deck until there 
Is just as much in the steamer as it will 
hold. The decks are swept of chaff 
nnd grain, the hatch covers are put in 
place, and the signals to the engines 
given to start up. The steamer goes 
down Lake Michigan, through the 
straits, past Detroit, and finally ar¬ 
rives In Buffalo. There the cargo goes 
Into new storage, nnd Is again weighed 
out into freight cars on an Eastern 
road. The process is repeated at the 
New York elevators, and In a short 
time the corn finds Itself In the hold 
of an ocean steamer, and arrives in 
Europe to the consignee, who sold the 
grain by the Chicago board of trade. 

From the time the grain is shipped 
from the country elevator until it 
reaches Liverpool, the profits of the 
“middleman” do not exceed four cents 
per bushel. This includes all the com¬ 
missions for handling the grain for 
every one through whose hands it 
passes. 

The big shipping houses do not spec¬ 
ulate In freights. Before a sale is con¬ 
summated the entire charges are ar¬ 
ranged to n certainty, and, working ora 
a certainty, tlie grain handler can fig¬ 
ure on a very small profit. No one 
makes any large sum on the shipment. 
Whether any few bushels of the origi¬ 
nal lot from the little railway town 
have stuck together during the long 
journey. Is a matter of conjecture, for 
with all the mixing up it would not be 
strange If the final cargo is made up 
of corn from half a dozen different 
States, and no two bushels shipped 
from the same town.
